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NEW HOME NEEDED 
FOR DELINQUENTS 


i)t fective Delinquent Men and 
Hovs Should be (’arni For 
Declares Welfare Worker. 


Harrisburg.—The need of a per- 
r ‘anent institution for defective de- 
1 tiqucnt men and boy.' is apparent in 
Pennsylvania in view of the fact that 
approximately two and three-fourths 
per cent of the young men admitted 
to the Pennsylvania Industrial Refor­ 
matory at Huntingdon during the last 
five years continued in a life of crime, 
Dr. Ellen C. Potter, state secretary 
, of welfare, declared in a statement to­ 
day. 
{ 
“Ate our juvenile correctional in­ 


stitutions ‘reform ’ schools or ‘prep­ 
aratory * schools?” was the question 
vv lith Dr. Potter discussed. 
“On June 20, 1925,’ she said, ‘‘there 
vveie 1,320 men in the eastern peni­ 
tentiary and of these 298 were ‘grad­ 
uates’ of reformatories; 
108 
from 
Huntingdon. 78 from Glen Mills Boys’ 
Department, 46 from the Philadelphia 
Catholic Protectory and 66 from other 
refoi matories in other states. 
This 
means that about 22 per cent of the 
prison inmates had not been deterred 
from a career of crime by their ‘re­ 
formatory’ experience. 
This is in 
large part due to the fact that so 
many of ti ieee boys are cither feeble­ 
minded or suffering from some form 
of insanity.” 
Colonel Grootme, warden 
of 
the 
eastern penitentiary, reported 
that 
since 1923 the admissions there show 
that 32 per cent of the prisoners were 
graduates of reform 
schools. 
An 
analysis of the figures at the Hunt­ 


ingdon reformatory, Dr. Potter said, 
showed that of 2,143 admissions in 
the last five years there are 34 or 
?-58 per cent, in penitentiaries in this 
and other states; nine or .42 per cent 
were sentenced to a second term in the 
reformatory and that 16 or .74 per 
cent were sentenced to other reforma- 
1 tories in other states. 
“It would appear to be a fact,” 
Dr. Potter said, “that if we could 
and did control this small recidivist 


group we should to a large degree 
relieve ourselves of the major crimi­ 
nal group and the need of a perma- 
1 nent institution for the defective de­ 
linquent male is apparent. 
“The mental health bureau of the 
department of welfare is doing an in- 
! tensive piece of work at Huntingdon 
Reformatory in cooperation with the 
‘ superintendent, James Herron, and it 
is hoped that the treatment which 
can be planned for each individual 


pzc will result in an even better 
score for the reformatory. 
“Dr. Harold W. Wright, a psychia­ 
trist, newly appointed to the staff of 
the bureau, will help to develop the 
psychiatric service in our penal in­ 
stitutions.”

Reading, Pa.—A one-time widely 
known corporation passed out of ex­ 
istence her? when stockholders of the 
Temple Iron Company voted to sur­ 
render their charter. 
The corpora­ 
tion, once known as 
the “Hard Coal 
Trust,” has had affiliated with it such 
industrial and business leaders as the 
late George F. Baer, president of the 
Philadalphia 
and 
Reading 
Railway 
Company, now The Reading Company, 
and E. T. Stotcsbury, banker of Phila­ 
delphia. 
Although the directors have met an­ 
nually, the company had not function­ 
ed since 1914 when it 
was 
ordered 
dissolved by the United States Su­ 
preme Court under the Sherman anti­ 
trust law. 
The company was active 
for years operating a blast furnace at 
Temple as well as large areas of an­ 
thracite la erf* in the territory tamped 
by the Reading Company. Mr. S toics-‘ 
bury, the last president, did not a t­ 
tend tho 'flneeting at which it was de­ 
cided to relinquish the charter. 
After the court decision dissolving 
the company, the coal lands were p u r­ 
chased by the Temple Coal Company.

MILK VIOLATION 


Harrisburg. 
Pa. — Twenty-three 
proprietors 
of .eating establishments 
have been prosecuted and fined $25 
each for serving milk in violation of 
a law effective since May 25, which 
requires milk to be served in the bot­ 
tle in which it is supplied. J . W. 
Kellogg, director of the state bureau 
of 
foods, 
announced 
today. 
In 
eighteen of the cases the milk 
was 
found to be low in butter 
fat 
and 
total solids, the law requiring a mini­ 
mum of 3.25 per cent butter fat and 
12 per cent total solids. 
Explaining the provisions of the act, 
Mr. Kellogg said “the law provides 
not only that milk served for drink­ 
ing purposes in eating places 
must 
comply with the standards for milk 
fixed bv laws of the Commonwealth 
but that it must be served and sold 
in the bottle in which the milk is sup­ 
plied to the hotel or restaurant. 
This 
means that any persons found serving 
milk in a public 
eating 
place 
for 
drinking purposes from a milk supply 
is liable to a fine of $25 to $50 or 
imprisonment from 30 
to 
90 days. 
The law makes sure that the con­ 
sumer is not served milk below the 
standard in butterfat or milk that has 
been dipped or pumped from a bulk 
supply in an unsanitary w ay.”
